Notwithstanding the defiant b nast of the 
haughty Georgians, while yet their valleys 
resounded with the war tocsin's first appeal, 
that her moan tains should be “.laughter pens’’ 
(or presumptuous invaders, and their ragged 
heights should smoke with the sacrifice of , 
idtral troops should their footstep, ever press 
er sod, one of the mightiest armies that ever 
trod the earth cow sleeps upon he* fairest 
-fields, feeds from her granaries, lays waste 
her harvests, strolls through and occupies her 
groves, or reclines in her choicest mansions. 
Ten days of incessant rattle and roll have 
parsed, intermingled with privations, dangers, 
and death, and I sit me down to jot yon the 
particulars and the results. I briefly alluded, 
in a short note a few days since' which you 
saw fine to publish, to the operations of the 
first few days, which brought our army fronl- 
•-front with that of the enemy at Buzz ird 
Roost. There is so much of interest connect- 
ed with the introductory or incipient move- 
ments of an army, when one desires to study 
and understand the routes and aims from the 
time ter.ts are struck to tho very moment that 
marks the termination of the bloody struggle, 
thnt, without fear of eliciting censure or of 
addiDg that which might be termed superflu- 
ous, 1 take up the story from the day the army 
moved, aDd, hurrying past a multitude of in- 
teresting incidents of the march, the dark en- 
counters, the daring deeds and “nair-breadth 
’scopes” related partially before, plunge bold- 
ly in media s res. 

TUB AKMT AT XKVBILLB OSC THB 7tH. 

Palmer’s corps, of the immortal old “Army 
of the Cumberland,” lay in and about Ring- 
gold or Hooker’s Gap. Gen. Howard, having 
moved from Cleveland simultaneously with 
the marching of Palmer’s oorps, halted his 
column and encamped ou the bills and in the 
raptmonsly elegant groves about Citoosa 
Springs. |The pictnresqueness of the land- 
scape, assisted by the comforts that art lav- 
ished with bonnteous hand to contribute to 
man’s enjoyments, made, no doub‘, a lovely 
resort for the elite and chivalry of the sunny 
South during the oppressive summer months. 



DEMOLISHIS* THB FIXTURES. 

Scarcely had the object of the General to 
encamp here been known and the troops re- 
lieved from the restraint of a mathematical 
aligmeDt after a tiresome march, than, for- 
getting fatigue in their unbridled curiosity, 
they emptied the bath-houses of their tubs and 
paDS and floated them out upon the placid lit- 
tle lakes, where we left them sailing about 
ike the painted hulls of miniature ships. In 
-jubling the difnitas the soldier is not cire- 
fnTVui-jmn that which evidenced the otium. 
At and near Red Clay, prepared to co-operate 
and guard Howard’s left, lay the 231 army 
corps, under Mej Gen. Schofield, whose flaak 
in turn was closely guarded by the vigilant 
Ed McCook, commanding a division of cav- 
alry. Hooker lay far to the right of Palmer, 
ready at the sipnal to move through Nicka- 
jack Gap; and holding toward Rocky Fae?, 
protect Palmer’s right. McPherson with 
Logan’s 15ih army corps and Dodge's divis- 
ion of the 16ib, passing to the rear of Hooker, 
headed toward Snake Creek Gap, supported 
on the flank by Garrarl's magnificsntdivision 
of cavalry and mounted infantry. His com- 
municetion with Hooker was maintained by 
Gen. Kilpatrick's dashing little division of 
cavalry.

Extended therefore from Red Clay to some 
point a short distance this side of Saake 
creek, the corps in the following order: 
Scbcfield, Howard, Palmer, Hooker, and 
McPherson, the latter holding the extreme 
tight.

At daybreak great columns of dust began 
to float onward in long gray lines. A tropi- 
cal sun poured over all its suffocating heat, and 
the trsops overburdened with heavy knap, 
racks, threw aside biankets, drawers, pants, 
shirts, and even knapsacks — anything calcu- 
lated to weary or impede them. 

Johnson’s column filed through Hooker’s 
Gap just after daybreak, aud ere long was 
driving the enemy’s skirmishers beljire him. 
NeatiDg Tunnel Hill he veered from the main 
road, and screened by the forest threw his 
troops into the open fields around the ridge 
running parallel with tho Tunnel range, and 
separated from it by a valley about a mile in 
width. Some artillery practice was indulged 
in by both Bides wi'h, I apprehend, no loss to 
either. 

MOVEMENT OF THB 4TH CORPS. 

pultaneonsly, Howard broke camp, and, 
movnU^DOre directly toward Roekv Face, 
with Stanley in front, Wood and Newton 
rather in reserve, soon joined Davis’s left, 
and the whole line pushed cot only up Tun- 
nel Hill proper, but occupied and passed 
through the valley between Rocky Face nod 
'■*„ At night of the 7th our troops lay in ex- 
itly the position designated above. 

OPERATIONS ON SUNDAY, THB 8rH. 

It is exceedingly dangerous to-day to move 
out in open view on the road leading to Buz- 
zard Roost. All the morning, from the earli- 
est dawn to noon, the valley has reverberated 
with the clang of the vicious rifl-s, the ex- 
ultant shout, and the roll of wheels. It is 
deteimineo finally to storm the hills in front, 
and Oo:onel John G. Mitchell, comm lading 
brigade iu General Davis’s division, is to have 
the honor. 

HIS LINB FOR THB ASSAULT 
Is drawn up in the fallowing order : two com- 
panies ot the 78th Illinois, as skirmishers on 
the right, are thrown forward for action, im- 
mediately preceding the 98. h Ohio; to the left 
of the 98th lay the 34th and 138th Ohio, just 
in rear of and supporting the 113th Ohio and 
*) h Illinois, who have in tarn their ekir- 
m shea in front. At fifteen minutes after four 
o’clock, the artillery rouses the hoarsest echoes 
of the glens and valleys, and heral isthe coming 
o' the aesanlliDg column. Hazen, of Wood’s 
division, then joins Davis’s left, and he too 
throws forward by way of diversion a heavy 
line of skirmishers. The first few shells dis- 
lodge the rebels from their barricades ol bowl- 
ders, and the r- p.dity with which they meas- 
ure ground en retraite elicits a shout of merri- 
ment that accelerates, if such were possible, 
their speed. 

RBBEL SHARP3H00TBR8. 

There is at least one thing in which the 
rebels cannot be easily excelled, and that is 
the accuracy of aim displayed by tneir shafp- 
hooters. It was actually unsafe to show 

t’s self within three quarters of a mile of 

"Rocky Face or of the little spars that guard 
the entrance to the gap. 



THB CHARGB. 

The fire of the rebel sharpshooters slacken?. 
The skirmishers are quiet, and all along the 
line the stillness is so intense that one intui- 
tively feels a storm is coming. 

Looking to\he woods below, which is bat 
one dense maskof foliage, I catch glimpses of 
_ _„non and cliauge my point of ob- 
auon. Tbe line moves on as I supposed, 
d now, as I see it quit the works, the regu- 
lar sway of that long, calm line assures me 
all will be well. 

A quarter before five, and my eye 3 lend 
the long wa’ched-lor confirmation. Like the 
tiger from his lair, flushed with the ardor of 
confidence that knows no failure when the 
will commands, cheering lustily as throats e’er 
cheeted, the mm seem borne forward by some' 
supernatural impetns. The hill is very steep 
and tbe enemy has circled the point with a 
heavy line of rifle-pits. Firing almost ceases 
Naught is heard to break the taxing stillness 
°»ve an occasional exchange of shots between 



our daring skirmishers and the sharpshooters 
on the slope. Officers may be brave, brilliant 
even in recklessness; and yet genuine fear- 
lessness, the lion hearts, the dispassionate 
characters that love scenes where men pit 
their lives against the lives of other men 
merely for the novelty, for the satisfaction 
that follows a safe return, are oftener found in 
the ranks than elsewhere. 

There were no cowards here. If the na- 
tional cause could haye been personated and 
could have witnessed the ascent a9 I did, the 
“well done” would have hailed the flag that 
Mitchell’s gallant fellows planted on the rebel 
parapet that day. 

GBNHRAL W1LLICH BFFBCTS A LODOSIBST ON 
ROOKT FACB. 

While the rebel forces on the centre are em- 
ployed in vigilantly preparing to oppose suc- 
cessful resistance to Davis and to such forces 
as we might hurl against the Gap, Wiilich, 
taking advantage of tho diversion, ascends to 
the summit of Rocky Face, and asks that he 
be permitted to march steadily forward to- 
ward the Gap. The 15th Wisconsin regiment 
— the original old Norwegians — ascended to 
the summit of the ridge and held it firmly 
until relieved by General Newton under prop- 
er orders. Whether an opportunity was lost 
or not I do not presume to say publicly, for 
such criticism wonld seem to impugn the 
judgment of oar leaders and lead to no good 
results. We shall see the result. 

OPERATIONS ON THB 9TH. 

Gen. Wood's division was taken from the 
left of Davis and placed in the centre, com- 
municating with Newion who still hoid3 the 
summit of the mountain, unable to advance 
agair st such superior numbers. No w it see m3 
that the possession of the summit by sweep- 
ing its whole length if possible seems feasible, 
and Weod is ordered to demonstrate in front 
to attract the enemy, while Newtoa sallies 
out to press forward his lines. At 8'A o’clock 
in the morning the firing opened with great 
sevetity, and Wool pushes bis skirmishers to 
the very bass of that lofty facade of solid 
rock, which, in the language of the General, 
“not even a cat could ascend.” 

The rebels, secure comparatively on their 
rocky eyry, hurled down upon our troops 
huge rocks and clubs and logs. The 35th 
Illinois, of Willich’s brigade, lost in this sham 
effort to scale an impassable barrier over 30 
men killed and wounded. The I 033 of the 
division in this demonstration numbered not 
less than 80 men. Arriving at the bass of the 
towering cliffs from which the enemy’s sharp- 
shooters were picking off onr men at a mur- 
derous rate and with a malicious pleasure, 
General Ward so reported, and the mein force 
relited from easy range, leaving a line of skir- 
mishers to answer the enemy's shots. 

At ten minutes before 9 o’clock the 96 ,h 
Illinois and 51st Indiana regiments, of Whit- 
aker’s brigade, enter tbe forest on the slope of 
Rocky Face, jnst on the left of Davis, and at 
once engage the rebel skirmishers. Ten min- 
utes later the filing becomes brisk. The ene- 
my, holding a gorge, seems to have mads a 
sally, and is determined to push our forces to 
the base again. The bugle sounds the “for- 
ward,” and a portion of Cruft’s brigade, that 
had np to this time been in reserve, moves 
across the open field and enters the light. 



THB SIMONSON BATTBRY. 

Major Simonson trots oat a section of the 
5th Indiana battery, which takes position 
jnst in front of General Stanley's betdquar- 
ters in tho open field, and, with the usual 
precision that marks the practice of this fa- 
mous battery, a plentiful supply of shells is 
pitched araoig the jubilant Johnnies ou the 
mountain, which is lound wonderfully effi- 
cient in assisting them to the adoption of a 
lower pitch of voice and a luftier and securer 
perch among their rugged fastnesses. 

SBCOND PENNSYLVANIA BATTERY. 

Two guns of this, planted to the left and 
tear cf the former battery to command the 
enemy’s position in the gorge, industrioutly 
hurl their iron missile* against the mountain, 
and so vigorously ply the work that no 
fmther effort on the enemy’s* part is made to 
affect our lodgment on the slope. 

MUSIC IN BATTLB. 

As I toiled along the ragged, rocky slope, 
climbing to get a view of the cliffs and of tbe 
emmy’s position, an excellent brass band, at- 
tached to General Beatty’s brigade, strikes up 
a stiriiDg national air. The rebels on the 
mountain, as if lacerated and provoked beyond 
sufferance by the melody that filled the forest, 
stirred the sweetest echoes of the caverns, 
and, when an inequality in their rocky battle- 
ment softened and flushed it again, sending 
np in the bine expanse trilling as sweetly as 
cs an angel choir, and thrilling the hearts of 
the loyal and true, answered back the en- 
cbaBting strains with a volley of ballets that 
crashed through the treetops and fell as harm- 
lees as pebbles around. Failing in that they 
threw against the freighted air curses that 
could not but but have been fresh coined in 
hell. TheBkirmiehing grew brisker, and as I 
toiled along i could not but mark that as dis- 
tance mellowed the strains of music the vi- 
cious crackle of the musketry lent, after all, 
an accompaniment that smacked of the musi- 
cal. 

DISASTER TO COL. L.AGRANGB. 

This daring cavalryman whose short expe- 
rience has already won for him in the army a 
disticction that few erj y for cool calculating 
judgment in the hour of danger and brilliant 
dashing valor in the hour »f battle, I regret 
very much to toy encountered an overwhelm- 
ing force to day near Poplar Spring, on the 
main road from Cleveland to Dalton, and was 
capturtd. Bis officers and men in referring to 
his personal intrepidity as displayed in the 
effort to-day to retiirve his fortunes after oth- 
ers bad almost ceased to hope, pay the high- 
est tribute to bis character that could be ten- 
der! d. 

The Col. has for a long time been com- 
manding a brigade of cavalry in Col. B i. 
McCook’s division, winch 1 nave referred to 
before ss operating on Schofield’s left. The 
particulars are not fully given as yet, and per- 
haps will not be accurately known until tbe 
official report is forwarded. From what I can 
gather however, it seems that Col. LaGrange, 
isolated and acting somewhat independently 
ol the main force, encountered a fo-ce of 
rebel skirmishers near Poplar Spring, and 



diove^tem to shelter of a little fort. From 
tpjSarance3 and from such information as 



all an 



he could obtain from the citizens, tbe rebels 
bad no force of consequence at the fort, and 
he determined to charge and take it. 

The enemy, it appears, had concealed two 
regiments of infantry, that rose and poured 
in such a destructive fire that the line was 
forced to withdraw. In this encounter, Col. 
LaGrange’s boise was shot under him, and be 
received some painful bruises. Oa either 
flank, in addition to the infantry that lay in 
ambuscade, a force of cavalry, much superior 
iu numbers to tbe brigade under LaGrange, 
bad been concealed up to this time, and now 
tore down upon his little force to crush it at a 
blow. 

Equal to any emergency where personal 
bravery is required, the Colonel prepared to 
resist and did fight manfully until overpow- 
ered. His horse failing caused his capture. 
He lost, I am infotmed, over a hundred men 
killed, wounded, and missing. 

THB LINE. 

Leaving the left for the time to visit the 
right and centre, we leave Scbcfield in bis old 
position, Newton on the mountain, Wood and 
Stanley on the, slope, and Davis confronting 
the Gap from the sentinel hills at its entranso. 

TOfOGRAlUIY. 



Rocky Face ridge suffers an abrupt de- 
pression at Buzztrd Roost, and, carving to the 
east in tbe shape of a horse-shoe, rises again 
to tbe same lofty aliunde and courses toward 
tbe Sc uib. The railroad that crosses the ridge 
to Dalton just here passes between the two 
bills Davis carried, touching the one on the 
right. Between the road and hill on the left, 
which is bisected by a gorge, runs a tortuous 
little water course, which, at every crossiag 
bt tween our lines and the rebel works, was 
so firmly dammed with logs, stones, and 
earth, that tbe valley around was flooded to 
such a depth as to make an assault impracti- 
cable. Along the slope of the continuation of 
Rocky Face, on the right of the gap looking 
eastward along the road, and on the slope to 
tbe left, it was determined to make a simulta- 
neous advance this afternoon, and Colonel 
Scribner’s brigade of Johason’s division and 
Morgan’s brigade of Davis’s division were the 
attacking forces. It was late in the afternom 
when the fighiiDg began. Tbe rebels on the 
loftiest niDDacle of the Chattanooga range had 
planted a battery of four or five guns, and 
they used them with good effect. 



COL SCRIBNER'S CHARGE 
Was characterized, as far as the troops are 
concerned, by the same tireless energy and 
fearless will to accomplish whatever task is 
set before them that has ever earned for them 
the confidence of commanders and the grati- 
tude of the people. To say that Col. Scribner 
himself bore bis part unflinchingly, and 
evinced a clearness of judgment that fits him 
for the command of even more than a brigade, 
would be sayiDg tbat which is so well known 
that it might be censured as a supeifluity. I 
did not learn his los9. I saw the fighting, and 
wten I commend him and his brigade I speak 
“that which I do know” he well deserves. 

OOL. HAMBRIGHT WOUNDED. * 

This cs imable gentleman and fail h'ul sol- 
dier accompanied the brigade while charging, 
urdcr command of Ool. Scribner, and was 
struck by a piece of shell in the head. Thera 
WR8 universal regret in the army over his 
misfortune, for few men are mure highly es- 
teemed for h s multitude cf ahiaing qualiii.s 
ot heart and head than Col. Hambrig it. 



als, where one of the party steps In and gets 
pummelled awhile and kindly retires, to let 
his neighbor at his elbow (eel a few stunning 
counters, no one with prudence will interfere 
without common consent, I prefer not to dis- 
pense the honors, according to my judgment, 
lest I should drop the wreath where it does 
not properly belong. There may have been 
an object in that oatlandish medley of mus- 
kctiy, artillery, shouts, cheers, command?, 
&e., Ac., but not knowing the object, of cuurse 
I can’t properly gauge the success. 

GEARY’S BTRUGGLS FOR DUG GAB. 



This wsb perhaps one of the stnbbornest 
conflicts of the campaign, and certainly in 
boldness is surpassed by none. Daring the 
afternoon of to-day Gen. Geary, with two 
brigades (Bushback’a and Candy’s), made an 
effort to carry one of tfie most rugged and 
scraggy heights along the Chattoogata range 
Dug Gap is in what the citizens call John’s 
Mountain. I learn from a deserter, who, by 
tbe way, was exceedingly intelligent, that the 
rebels regarded tbat gap as of great import- 
ance, and yet, from tbe impregnable charac 
ter of tbe place, np to the time Geary suffered 
his first repulge and until after tbat, the place 
was held by but one brigade (once the famous 
McNair’s), sXw commanded by the rebel Gen. 
Reynolds. 

The brigade cinsists of the 1st end 21 A: 

kaneas regiments and the 8th Mississippi. It 
was feared, that Geary would renew the as- 



sault, aDd Cleburne’s brigade reinforced the 
enemy. Not possessed of the gift of ubiquity, 



I cannot be at every point along the line, the 
right and left of which are fourteen mile 3 
apart, and hence I was unable to witness 
what is pictured to me as one of the boldes. 
and most pertinacious struggles for the num- 
bers engaged during the war. The story of 
tbeascent— how coolly they bared their breasts 
to the rebel volleys that 3wept the rugged 
steep — how long and gallantly they clung to 
tbe hazardous and almost hopeless effort to 
gain the top, and how at last tbe stalwart lit- 
tle band retired but to return again, and again 
to return unsuccessful — is only a repetition of 
what has occurred and been read of a hundred 
times since tbe war begun. I will not weary 
you with the details, but return to Buzzard 
Roost. 

This was tbe entertainment to whicli I was 
treated an hour or so before retiring to night. 
Morgan, the common, unassumoing, old farm- 
er-warrior, was still fightiog under the dark 
foliage of the mountain slope on Davis s left. 

Our artillerists ate a set. of tireless fellows 
who want no better fun than what they call 
‘ piuggiDg the rebels,” wouldf if they h id am- 
munition enough, b.gin at the top ot Rocky 
Face and shoot tne whole mountain away iu 
a very few days. The rebels from their cloud 
battery wire plugging shells through what 
seemed a cloud in our direction until long i.ito 
dark. Not a breeze was stirring. Campfires 
blazed ad through the valley, and as the 
mountain battery would discharge its missile 
a long bright sheet of sparks would shoot 
down the rocks as if some one had thrown 
out into the daikne3S a crucible of molten 
iron. 

There is poetry in war, but isn’t it more 
enjoyable in a book on a sofa in a neat c.zy 
room?

CPBBATIONS ON THB 10TH. 

A heavy, healing rain fell to-day and re- 
fused to even the-sbarpahooters an opportuni- 
ty to spoil each olher’s physiognomies. 

Yesterday our pioneers ana artilleries were 
busily employed in diagging artillery up tbe 
precipitous sides of tne little hills at the en- 
trance to the gap, for the purpose of silencing 
the etfemy’s guns on tbe points of the moun- 
tains on either hand. 

Jnst after daybreak an order embodying 
tbe news of Gen. Grant's victories in the 
East was read to the troops, and then all 
tt rough the numberless valleysjand ravines 
echoed and re- choed the glad and hearty 
shouts of tbe joyous soldiery. 

The rebels s warmtd on the very top of their 
parapefs and in sullen wonderment looked 
on, guetsing wbat new?, and no doubt cursing 
that any should come that would elicit a shout 
from the Yankees. 

Enemy opened out this morning more 
bcavily than ever with artillery, evidently to 
lram where onr newly planted batteries were. 
All tbe forenoon busily toiled the men, 
diggiDg, tugging, hauling and cutting, and 
just after noon displayed, much I apprehend 
to rebel chagrin, the number aud calibre of 
onr guns, and the superb manner in which 
they may be handled. 

OPERATIONS ON T1IB llTH. 

Clouds were still sailirg over head portend- 
ing another storm. All day the musketry 
rattles as before. The artillery now and then 
bellows and answers back. Misty drizzling 
showers succeed each other, and through the 
fog he flame that shouts from the rebel moun- 
tain guns, glares fiercely over us. 

THE 16th ARMY COUPS MOTES. 

General Dodge, in command of all the 
troops ot this corps available in the present 
contingency, is ordered to pass through Snake 
Creek gap, hurry forward to Resaca, and if 
possible cut the railroad and hold the works. 
General Sweeney, with the 2d division, led 
the advance. From tbe moment the move- 
ment began, the enemy’s skirmishers dis- 
played a determination to oppose all the 
resistance possible against 60 superior a farce, 
and succeeded in wounding numbers of good 
men during tbe advance. 

Colonel Phillips 9;h Illinois mounted ia- 
fantry wes skirmishing in front. The Colonel's 
boree wes killed under him, and be himself 
was too badlv wounded to support himself in 
the saddle. Covered in front by a light force 
of cavalry the di vision continued to m»ve to- 
ward Re9acu. Passing the junction of ths 
Dillon and Resaca roads the column was 
gteeted, much to itssnrprise, with a showor 
of shell from a rebel battery on the ridge di- 
rectly in front, afterwards occupied by bxtts- 
ries of tbe 15th corps. 

The advance force consisted of the C6th Illi- 
nois sharpshooters, the 8l3t Ohio, Licntenant- 
Colonel Bob Adams commanding, and the 7th 
Iowa. They moved straight up the ridge 
from which the rebels opened on us iu the 
advance. The enemy, unsurp.rted by in- 
fantry of eoy number or importance, hur- 
riedly vacated the summit, and carried with 
them the little howitzers. 

Sweeping around the Resaca road, the col- 
umn moved forward toward the gap, through 
which leads the Wagon road to the town. 
Just to tbe left ot the road eUnds a bald knob, 
from which the rebel artillery again opined, 
but which the industry and skill of our sharp- 
shooters compelled the enemy to withdraw 
The knob was then possessed, and the enemy, 
with a few pieces from the forts near the town, 
thundered away until nigbttall. 

Gen. Dodge did not regard his flanks as suf- 
ficiently protected to warrant an attempt to 
pesiecs ihe town, or even to remain aud hold 
the heights, and he retired under cover of the 
Dight to tho main force at Snake Creek Gtp, 
where by this time Logan's 15th corps was 
rapidly arriving. 

To w hose account must be credited a woful 
failure I shall not de ermine. Tnat some one 
is censurable lor our failure to cut the railroad 
at and hold Resaca there seems to. me to be no 
manner of doubt. 

OUEllATlONS ON Tits 12m. 

In obedience to orders from the General 
commanding, this morning, cool and pleas- 
ant, with excellent road?, the 14 b corp 3 moves 
from Bnzzerd Roost, end, following the 20:b, 
hurries forward to Soake Crook Gap. 
GEtyCILPATRICK’S CAVALRY. 

While ibis concentration of the armies is 
goiDg on, Kilpairick determines to reconnoitre 
in the direction of Dalton, which is now al- 
most eighteen miles north of ns. 

Leaving the 3d Kentucky, under command 
of Mejor Welfley, to picket aud hull the Res- 
aca read, the General, wiili Cot. Murray’s bri- 
gade, leaves our ou'er barricade and bears to- 
waiu ihe enemy. He is soon engaged, but 
lightly, however, and the 931 Illinois, Col. 
Atkins’s mounted infantry, drives the rebels 
rapidly before it. Tbe lorais weie light on 
both rides, and the boys professed themselves 
highly disappointed. 



OPERATIONS ON THE 13fH. 



At 6 o’clock the cavalry left camp and took 
the advance toward Resaca, Gen. Kilpatrick 
Ueair g tbe van. Skirmishers weredeploye l 
at the picket line, and, though the enemy 
fought stubbornly, he was pushed persistently 
back. The country here on either hand is 
very hilly, rough, and broken, and is covered 
with pine jungles and brush thickets, through 
wbicb it is almost impossible to penetrate on 
horseback. Through this dense undergrowth, 
however, onr cavalry pushed the enemy foot 
by foot, Kilpatrick busily riding the lines, 
superintending the work and cheering the 
boys. 

I admire, and so does the world, the man 
who, fearless when duty calls, steps forward 
to bis place and holds ever a dauntless front 
to his enemy. But in all candor, and that 
candor springs from my esteem and admira- 
tion for the mas, I cannot see the good to be 
accomplished by General Kilpatrick's con- 
stantly galloping np and down the skirmish 
line in full view of the enemy, who wants 
nothing better than an opportunity now and 
thtn to send a bullet through one of our g-n- 
eral officers. His commands might just as 
readily be carried front in she usual manner 
and be remain somewhat re’ired. However, 
in try regret tor the Gtneral's falljvl find my- 
self turning critic.

THB INFANTRY COMES CP. 

Gen. Logan, withOstehaus and Harrow, of 
the 15th, is seen arriving, and soon begins to 
form his line jnst at the intersection of the 
Dalton and Resaca roads. 

Troops are manoeuvred with great difficulty 
in a densely wooded and rolling conntrr, and 
hence we leave the infantry to form its line 
of battle. 



COL. MUBRAT BCCC1BD9 KILPATRICK. 

This notoriously gallant young officer as- 
sumed command of the division, and npon 
Col. Atkins, of the 93d Illinois, devolved the 
command of Col. Murray’s brigade. A force 
of cavalry is at once ordered out on the main 
Dalton road, and our outpost is at Holcomb’s, 
three miles from Resaca. 



INFANTRT ADTANCB. 

At 2>i o’clock, P. M., Gen. 03terhau9 is 
ordered forward toward Resaca. Gen. M. L. 
Smith’s division climbs to the summit of the 
ridge in front, and Harrow is held in reserve 
on the left. 

The skirmishers of Gen. Osterhans’s divis- 
ion are soon engaged, but the line scarcely 
halts. The firing is desultory along the entire 
front, and with but very little difficulty we 
gainjihecurve of the road, just where it sweep 
around the point of the ridge and passes 
through the gap. To the deft of the road oa 
the bald knob taken by Dodge, on the 11th, 
tbe enemy had two guns, auu ooLtied viciously 
as our skirmishers, moving from the cover of 
the ridge, exposed themselves in the open 
fields. 

ARTILLERY ORDERED UP, 



The line was halted, and a few minntes af-

ree o’eleok, Griffith's 1st Iowa battery 
was answering the iron compliments of onr 
malicious brothers in kind The artillery 
‘ mill” continues for a half hour, when the 
bogle sounds tbe advance for the skirmishers, 
and the line steadily, coolly, bravely goes for- 
wild. 

The 27th Missouri, Col. Curly, of General 
Wood's brigude, rites the ba d knob and 
drtgs np its declivitous sides the 1st Indiana 
battery. Scarcely hare the gnus been placed 
in position when a terrible concentrated fire of 
artillery from the forts pear the town sweeps 
the bill. Never, during all my experience, 
have I witnessed such a storm of shell and 
shot of eveiy character as on that day tore 
the earth and 6hivered the trees on the little 
knob held by the 27th Miesonri. No musician 
extant could allot to its proper place in any 
diapneon known the perfectly incredible and 
inconceivable variations in sound that on that 
daj floated through tire valleys of Oostanaula) 
Ear never before heard, I am sure, such a per- 
fectly hideous tree s'nsioa aud j usable ot noises, 
such a perfect salamagundi ofscreectes, hisses, 
hew!?, rolls, yells, thugs, and even whispers, 
as wss heard on that occasion. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Col. Williams’s bri- 
gade of Harrison's division emerges from the 
wooded hill to the left of the road, and swing- 
ing round to the left of the bald knob, enters 
tie fi^ht. Bis right is in an open field, bat 
his left is somewhat sheltered by the forest. 
From the time the brigade entered into action 
until 5 in the evening it battias and bleed*, 
and at nightfall bearing with it five wounded 
officers, one killed, eighty-two wounded sol- 
diers, and fourteen killed. 

The figures speak for the gallantry of the 
brigade, and every regiment of which fought 
with all the bravery and tenscity that the oc- 
casion demanded. To this brigade the famous 
Irish regiment (the 9Cfth Illinois) belongs. It 
is indeed a proud spectacle to see America's 
adopted tons from the Emerald Isle Daring 
their breasts in battle with the colors of the 
Union and the green flag of Ireland floating 
Bide by side. 

As 1 looked npon the bronzed and bloody 
faces ot tbe heroes borne npon litters from 
the field, 1 could not but regret that the mon- 
uments that Irish bravery had reared on every 
soil ibe sun of heaven shines upon should not 
be planted on their native soil, among a peo- 
ple united in heart and hand as wnen Erin’s 
baids sang ot Ireland’s independence, aad 
told ifi song the story of brave deeds wrought 
by her brave sjdb. 

Evening came oa; thousands of camp-fires 
shot their bright beams through the darkness 
frtra every knoll and depression in the plain; 
long, tbin, spiral columns creep upward 
thiough the twilight, and all around, Ur as 
tbetje can reach, busy thousands, j a st re- 
turned from baule, are preparing their frugal 
mi als; wagons and artillery and horses and 
men are moving over the plain, their»voices 
and noises commingling to ruuke one contin- 
uous Qin. What a change!

The line to-night was E3 follows: General 
M. L. Smith held the ridge to the right of tne 
road. Two pieces of the 4th Ohio battery oc- 
cupied ibe hill immediately next in order to 
Bald Knob, on tbe opposite side of the road, 
and the 1st Indiana still held Bald Knob. 

SnpfOting the 1st Indiana lay along the 
feet ot tbe hill Gen. Ward’s brigade of Harri 
eon’s division. Colonel Walcott, of the 46;h 
Ohio, with bis .brigade, relieved Colonel 
Williams. A gap between General Johnson 
and the 15th corps was supplied for the nijjht 
by ihrowicg into it Gen. Dan. Butterfield's 
division of the 20th corp3, and so let us look 
into the

Johnson’s left was too far out of line, and he 
deteimincd to swing around aud align with 
Butteifield, pishing up further toward^he 
brink ot the ridge which at this point is very 
piccipitcus. The line was early in matioo, 
and the progress though dbputrd, was steidy. 

Delore 1 re.ftr to the charge made by Judah, 
and gloriously supported by Turchiu of 
Baird’s division, let us after tbe shifting aad 
manocuvrings of tbe lew past hours, look 
again at the line, aud notice the position of 
the fotccs. 

We have already eecn that Johnson was 
succewful iD rtciilying or straigoteniug his 
line. His ltf. then held by King, touched 
baud's right, held by Van Dcrvetr. Turchin 
on Daird’s left joined Hasuali. the right of 
Gcd. Junab's line, ondEsie of brirds divis- 
ion, laj in rue ve.

Geo Klip? trick, accompanied by his faithful 
ftaff officer Capt. H. E Stinsbury, was en- 
diavorirgto find through the pine thickets 
the direction of his skirmish line, when they 
came suddenly upon a party ot rebels lying 
in wait for him. So near were the rebels 
tbat, iD risiog, one of them struck Capt Stans- 
buiy’s boise with hia gun. Tbe escape of tbe 
couple with their lives is certainly miraculeu 



THB D1RI.CTION OF THE ENTIRE LINB 
Take, for instance the letter L Let the 
longer stroke represent a ridge abrut five 
miles in length, the shorter one the ridge oo- 
cnpiid by the 15th army csrpsand running a 
distance of two and a half or three miles, to 
the Oostanaula. Place the letter so that the 
loBser ridge inclines a little to tbe northwest. 
Now grasp the shorter stroke and pu 1 it ba.k 
ro as to add to the angle it makes with the 
longer at least fifteen degrees. Now imagine 
enough of the ridges at the angle cut away to 
measure two hundred yards, and you hive 
our lme ot battle at Resaca. In this opsn 
space cf the angle is where Colonel Williv.ms'8 
brigade fought so long and lost so heavily. 



TUB UKI1EL LINE OF WOBKS 

Run along tbe summit of a ridge of almost 
equal altitude, and as nearly parallel to tbe 
0 L 6 occupied by tbe Federal forces as two 
ridges ever were. They are separated by a 
tairow valley not more than six huadrei 
ymds in width, measuring from base to bvse. 
l'wo water courses traverse the valley. One 
hugs tie base of tbe Onion ridge, venturing 
out only now and then, and then only appi- 
rently to water some little willow copse. The 
other is a serpentine little stream, winding 
about in more contortions than a reptile could 
display in a lifetime, aud finally joins tbe 
other at the farther extremity of the valley. 

Tbe rebel ridge is unbroken save at the ex- 
treme right, where a gap admits the Dilion 
rot d. Ours is broken in two places, at tbe an- 
gle and about half way down tbe line. Just 
where ihe ridge is broken in the centre, ter- 
minated Baird’s line on the terminus of the 
part next the angle. Judah's line b“gai j ut 
on the point of tbe continuation. Tne opin- 
ing here is peihaps two hundred yarns in 
w idtii. 

A ORAND ASSAULT. 

Standing in an open wheat field near’the 
cut in the ridge, and looking toward the long 
w bite t erratec parapets on the heights opposite, 
screened by a thicket of ycung pines and a 
clump of tall fonest trees, is a battery, which, 
from tbe conformation of the hill, has an en- 
filadirg tiro on a pcriion of our rifle-pits, and 
on any force attempting to charge across the 
valley. It was determined therefore to as- 
sault, and, if possible, carry this work. 

At 1:20 P. M. Gen. Judah was directed to 
lead a column against the heights, and 
Turchin descending the precipice in bis front 
was to form in line and move to bis support. 
At the same time, by wav of diversion, John- 
son was to quit bis line and charge the 
heights immediately opposite. 

The forces advanced under a terrific hail of 
bullets, shells, grape, and deathly missiles of 
every character, in the following order: 

Hascall, of Judah's line, lapped Turchin’s 
left in front. The right of Turchin and the 
left of Judah were somewhat screened, while 
tbe flanks lapping, were exposed to a seething 
fiie. There was no lagging. The colors of 
every regiment went right along to the base 
of the stronghold, and until the men were 
sheltered by the front from the artillery, 
which could not be sufficiently depressed to 
do them barm. Now from every angle along 
tbe line within range of the stormers poured 
down the merciless sleet of bnllet3. Artillery 
ouena cn both eidee, and the whole valley is 
fi led with tbedun, sulphurous smoke, through 
which the steady aiEailants move more like 
churchyard ghculs or gnomes than human 
beings, braving the terrors of our modern 
Ma'8. 

A half hour later, and the quick, sharp vol- 
leys, further to tbe ngb', announce tbat 
Johnson is on ihe move. He, too, with b»n- 
uris fly ing, and cov. red by tbe plunging shell 
a dtanisur, is fighiiDg his way across the val- 
lev with tbe otject of assaulting tbe enemy’s 
w orks. As tbe line lefuh^looiyy^^^^^ 



OB5 charge, Captain Irvine McDowell, of the 
15tb Kvnincky, than whom, fjr bravery and 
t-xemplary qualities of heart, no man in the 
division was more highly esteemed, dropped 
from the line a bloody corpse. Here, too, in 
this charge, memorable ever as connected with 
that bloody assaultof Judah aud Turchin, fell 
Capt. Fctrel and Lieutenant Higby, the latter 
of the 33d Ohio. 

Jtihneon, unable to scale the hill, retires, 
and the enemy, pouring over his works, forms 
in line to charge him. Facing abont, the 
thrilling “forward” rings again along the 
Use, and Johnson’s men have again scattered, 
03 tbe wind ecatiers the Btraws before it, the 
presumptuous gray-coats that thought to fol- 
low him. 

Let us return again to tbe assailants under 
Judsh end Turcbin. Still persistently the 
column clings to the slope, and seems detsr- 
mined to have tbe fort if fighting will suffice 
to capture it. Now and then the sulphur 
cloak that obscures and at timos hides them 
from view floats off on the breeze, and clear 
end bright above the line that sways first to 
the right, then to the left, now advances, now 
retiree, lut 8 ill bleeds on, floats and flaps our 
flag so plainly that I half imagine I can hear 
tbe rustle of its silken folds. 

For one loDg hour this contest raged, and 
these sturdy heroes that would not waver la- 
bored and struggled -to gain the top. The 
odds was too great, however, and the column 
torn and manglea fell back to our works on 
the ridge. 

NARROW ESCAPE OF GBN THOMAS, 



A party of officers, among whom were Gen- 
ovals Schofield, Palmer, Thomas, Elliott, and 
Whipple, were standing in the open field to 
which I have referred, just ill front of the gao 
in the ridge; a rebel gunner discovering the 
group trained his gnu and sent a round shot 
whizzirg within a few feet of the gnarled and 
knotiy old war horse, on whose countenance 
and gray hairs I never look but in reverence, 
for there is sound, tried, genuine military abil 
ity. Tbe effect of the shot after deigning first 
to spare the bead of Captain Snodgras?, that 
it actually endangered, was to eause what the 
boys call a "scattermenL”

Stanley, who is being hard pressed, sends 
hastily for aid, declaring that the enemy is 
massing with the aim of turning our left. 
Hooker is called on, and prompt and b»gci as 
though not liaii’ the yeais that his gray locks 
denote had passed over him, he is iu the sad- 
dle and shortly leads reinforcements to the 
lett. 

Anxious to witness the straggle, should any 
come, 1 accompany Li. Shaw, ot Gen. Kluott's 
staff, toward the left. On the way we meet 
Gen. Stanley and staff, iheir hor3es all afoam, 
gallopiDg toward the left to bring up tbe rein- 
Icrcements. He soon meets Hooker and his 
troops and proposes to lead them down a dark 
and narrow gorge, by a nearer route, to join 
and assist the left. 

Tbe mingled sound of cheers and musketry 
is distinctly heard, dark r ess is fast approach- 
ing, and, descending the elope as rapidly as 
the nature of the ground would permit, we 
are soon in an open field. This field contains 
about ten acres, is rectangular in shape, and 
in the ceDlre, on a knoll, Mejor Simonson has 
planted tbe 5:h Indiana battery, better known 
as the “old Simonson battery.” In front, af- 
ter passing over the open ground, runs a suc- 
cession c-f very high hills. Oae of these is 
callid “Hound Hill.’' Stanley pushed his di- 
vision up this and occupied it all the afternoon. 
The enemy, finding our left weak, determined 
to mass against it, and, if possible, crush it 
before nightfall. 

Their onslaught had been boldly met and 
once or twice repulsed. Numbers, however, 
will at times prevail over tenacity aud cour- 
age, end so it was with Stanley. The forces 
that were broken were defeated by fores ot 
numbers, and cnee disordered, that portion it 
wes impo6ilde to rally to effective resistance. 

Tbe eonCition was indeed critical. Our 
trot pi came out ot the woods in confusion, 
and poured over the barricade and toward the 
gunB. The enemy 's skirmishers appeared at 
ihe edge of tbe forest and tbca the batteries 
thunders spoke. Shell and shot whistled so 
kei nly about tbe rebels ears that they did not 
care to expose themselves in the open field. 
Marcbing by tight flank, Stewart led biB 
toices under cover of the ridge, tho rebrls 
lints started, and, reformed in line of 
bit'ie, and determinedly pushed for- 
ward to take the battery. Tno rebel com- 
mand to charge rang out oa the evening air, 
as I anticipated, tne remnants of the flight 
that were gathered behind the barricade to 
support tbe guns, fled without firing a gun. 
Fled did 1 say? No there was one who didnot 
flee, and hie name should be treasured i i tho re- 
ponsamong those of tbe Aero boys who at-times 
of eon st need have shown by ibeir unflinch- 
itg fiimnese, amid dangers that appal the 
hrar's of men, that they are worthy the honors 
that mm wear. 

JonaB Peikins, Company D, of the 108. h 
Ohio, performed an act of heroism on that oc- 
casion lhat entitles him to an acknowledge- 
ment from tbe General commanding, and to 
whatever maik of confidence and esteem be 
in the exercise of his influence can secure for 
him. 1 

Huddled, not aligned behind tbe rails near 
tbe battery, were at least a hundred men who 
bad been driven tl ere by ihe officers on 
duty after having b.-en demoralized in tight. 
V\ htn the rebel lme a second time started on 
a charge — this time to take the battery and 
dtsuoy the last heps for holding the left — tney 
gave way and ran. 

Jonas Perkins, a boy about seventeen years 
of ege in appearance, but a full grown man in 
action, steed ui».o and AJ AO plout, T 10 
cannoneer at post No. 3 wae struck by a Mime 
ball and disabled. Ycung Perkins leaned his 
gnn against the barricade, and there amid the 
thunders of six guns when stout hearts were 
'ailing and all seemed lost, when that little 
cove daiktueii by the smoke cf buttle was 
ringing with ihe maty cheers of the enemy, he 
sttpDtd up and asked ihe Oaptaiit if he might 
take tbe post of the fallen man, aud through- 
out the uction boie himself as nobly as tne 
noblest. Simorison, tbe very tmbodisient of 
bravery, stood firmly at his guns and hurled 
across the plain his double shotted canister. 
A cheer is heard at last, aud down the gorge 
com<8 Robmson'd brigade ef Hilliam's divis- 
ion, wbo on hurrying to the barricade soon 
tbrost back the eager assailants and closed the 
contest. 



LOGAN S FIGHTING ON IHE LEFT. 

At -five and a half o’clock in the evening, 
General M. L. Smith, with one brigade on the 
ngh:, and General Oiterhaus, with Woods 
brigade on the left, descended from the hills, 
ano, charging across the undulating country 
in bis front, carried the first line of the ene- 
my ’6 rifle pits between ns and his main works 
around Resaca. Toe rebels, retiring to tbeir 
main line, arc reinforced, and, returning with 
chetrs, charge up to tbe very ditch, but are 
repulsed. At nightfall, finding that the ene- 
my ’a guns, from a fort to the left ot the to wn, 
enfiladed the lines, it was determined to ad) 
!0 Ihedep'h of the pits and throw uptriversea 
So determined had bueu the chirga of the 
rebel line to retake tbeir works, that one fell 
with his bead actually hanging over tbs 
edge of the dileb. In deepening them ths 
dirt thrown up buried him, save bis feet, and 
to-day bis shoes may be seen sticking from 
the breastworks, in attempting to storm which 
he became a part. 

REBELS MAKE A NIGHT ANTACK. 



About 10 o’clock at night Freach’s rebel 
division stole stealthily toward our line, and 
advancing by coluniD, attempted to turn our 
lift. A fresb brigade from the heights was 
hurried across the rolling ground below, and 
succeeded atcer a desperate conflict in driving 
the enemy back. 

The straggle seen from the hill9 wae grand 
beyond description. Lifted above a line of 
battle tbe musketry seems like hammers and 
tbe sea of epaiks that tall from the flame as it 
leaps from tbe muzzle like so many sparks 
from an anvil. To ste a whole line firing, not 
by volley, but as rapidly as the men may lead, 
and at night the line of flame looks like glow- 
ing chain-work that artisans are welding at 
the forge. Listen to it attentively and one 
will ray that there are anvils employed of dif- 
ferent weights. Some have a tinkling treble 
and otheis have a hoarse dull bass. Mingle 
with ibis now the bellowiDgs of the artillery, 
and the chime makes real music. 



dodge lats pontoons. 

With the object of throwring Gtrrard’s 
cavalry acrces the Oostanaula, the 2d division 
of ibe 16th was ordered down to lay pontoons. 
Tbe tntmy was found on the onpasiti bank, 
and a sharp fight ensued. Artillery was 
brought up. the enemy was dispersed, and at 
4 o’clock the pontoons were down, and the 
cavalry was crossing. 

Tbe cavalry once across, Gen. Sweoney 
crossed with bis infantry, and threw up go id 
works to protect the boats. 

Thus clostd the fighting on the 16th.

No troops were stir- 
ring. It was a quiet morning indeed. 

THE RXHMY’s RIGHT THB FOINT OF ATTACK. 

General Sherman was seen going to the 
left, and General Thomas, the staid old ad- 
viser of Rosecrans, and who is the most inti- 
mate and respected adviser of Genera! Sher- 
man, was seen jogging quietly in the same 
direction. It was determined at last by Gen. 
Sherman tbat a high knob, tbe slope of which 
was covered with a dense growth of under- 
brush, should be carried by assault. 

Brigadier General Ward, the rough, stern 
nld Kentuckian, wbo commands a brigade in 
Butterfield’s division, was chosen to perform 
the work, andit delighted him. Theassaulting 
force was formed in column of b tttalion, the 
70tb Indiana taking the lead, followed in turn 
by the other regiments cf the brigade. Gen. 
Coburn’s brigade wae to have beon held in re- 
serve, but afterwards participated. Colonel 
Wood’s brigade participated also in the grand 
assault. Gen. Ward moved his brigade, which 
he had formed under cover of the woods, out 
into tbe open field, and prepared to move to- 
ward the knob. On the very summit of this 
almost inaccessible knob, the enemy had eon- 
errucitd a redoubt for feur gan3. No sooner 
tad Warn s treops emerged into the open 
giound beyond tbe work", wh:n the little re- 
doubt belched forth a torrent of missiles that 
overshot the column and failed to injure a 
uiuU. From the rebel rifle pits on the right 
flank, however, and from the rebel infantry 
on ihe knoll, came ft sleet of bullets, in wbicb 
it seemed almost, if not quit", miraculous that 
anything could live. Through all this the 
column pressed, the 70th Indiana rising the 
eloi e, entering the thicket, and pushing to- 
ward the redoubt. The artillerists apply their 
matches to no effect; up goes thensen; they 
enter embrasures, shoot tbe gunners at their 
wotk, and the flag floats from the parapet. 

General Ward is severely wonnded in the 
charge, and upon the young and gallant Har- 
rison devolvts the command of the brigade. 

Just in rear of the redoubt rune a epiendid 
line of rifle-pits, rising from behind- which the 
rebels pour in such withering volleys that we 
were forced to retire from the work. Through 
ihe inter tices, now and then, as the breeze 
carrits off tbe sulphur cloud, tbe flag is seen 
waved by the faithlul color-bearer. 

Finding tbat the brigade was not strong 
enough to carry tho rifle-pits, Gol. Harrison 
determined to withdraw the troops under 
cover of the fort and hill. 

As we wereleaviDg the rebels, thinking we 
bad been repulsed, cheered lustily. Tnisstung 
the gallant color-bearer Hess, of the 129th II- 
lir oi?, and springing back to the embrasure 
again stood and flouted the colors defiantly 
at the enemy. Brave fellow, his death atoned 
hie rsshners. A rebel, levelling his musket, 
shot him through bis betrt. There were oth- 
er bands to grasp the flag and it came back 
only to return and wave from tbe very spot 
where its lormer bearer fell. 

Tbe boys were determined not to let the 
guts slip from their grasp, and abont three 
hundred huddled under cover of the redoubt, 
and picktd off every enemy that made an ef- 
fort to take them out. Was ever battery id 
such an anomalous position? Within grasp 
almest of two parties, and yet it would be al- 
most death to either to attempt their seizure. 
There with straining eyes lay the disputants 
boar after hour, killing and maimiog each 
otter, and yet both determinedly clinging to 
tbe trophy. After dark the rebels made a 
charge for the battery, but the staunch three 
bundled drove them back and retained pos- 
session. 

About 11 o’clock at night the 300 men were 
rehased by a detail which with spades widen- 
ed the embrasures nnd dragged out the guns. 

The loss of the brigade in this brilliant af- 
fair was almost four hundred men. 

Gen. Harrison, grandson of the old Presi- 
dent, in wbo36 veins courses tbe same patriotic 
aido: tbat no distioguished^his grandfather, 
made application in conjunction with Gsn. 
Ward tor permission to charge the enemy’s 
main line in rear of the rodoubt, but the Gan. 
ngarded the sacrifice as uanecessiry, and the 
request was Dot granted *■ 

Co onels Coburn and Wool each of whom 
fought brigades on tbe left of Ward, suffered 
beavy losses, and reaped honors that will not 
soon fade. 

Gen. Geary wbo attacked the enemy wa3 
in turn altacaed farther to the left, also suf- 
fixed beavy Icetes, but be has the satisfaction 
of knowing by the best evidence ioj'he world, 
the bodies of tbe slain tbat were 6trewn over 
tbe ground in tbe morning, th»t he wreaked 
tur’iEIe vengeance for the blood he Io3t.

Did you ever put on boot?, vest, coat, 
and ha', wrap up your blankets, run a mile 
in a circle in Beaich of your horse, find him, 
strap on the saddle, and mount in less than 
Aur minutes and a half? Well, I think I 
did ou ibe night of tte grand sham ai 3 ault. 
All Light Ibe rebels worked like beavers 
chopping and sweating (eeaecially the litter) 
and apparently rolling logs.

A VISIT TO THE RBBEL RIGHT. 

Here along tbe road on the slopes, in the 
redoubt and through the thickets^ iay the 
di ad and mangled. In one hou t e not far 
distant from the scene of conflict tho rebels 
bad huddled at least twenty ambulsuce loads 
ot wounded. But to the hill. Here in front 
of Ward and Coburn and Wool and Geary 
the dead were numerous. We found one 
dead Colonel, but on his person no marks 
or papers by which to recognize him. 

A short distance from tbe battle-field lived 
a family that bud members in tbe rebel army, 
and it was supposed they were in this batrie. 
I be molbtr and sisters were searching ths 
thickets and looking into the faces of the dead 
in feverish anxiety to know whether their 
desr ones were among the number whoslijuld 
never WBke again to earth's reveille. 

At the toot ot th« bill, near a long row of 
dead men laid out fir Ounal, stood the four 
guns, to capture or retain which all these 
lives were paid. The boys of tbe brigade felt 
and examined every piece of mechanism, 
point, or c a?p or riug. A soldier was astrad- 
dle every piece, and some supported two. 
They would stepaboutandscrutiniza and talk 
abcut ibern fully as proud of them as an affi- 
anced bride would be of a charming trousseau. 



RATTLE- FIBLD BY MOONLIGHT. 

In front of Logan's line even more ghastly 
eights were Sfeti iban on tbe onemy’s right. 
Tbe dead tbat lay here bad lain for two day?, 
and were badly swolleD. They were ljing 
in ibeditebep, on the knolls near tbe works, 
in ihe ravines, in every conc ivable pi tee, and 
in eury potsiele shape. As I travelled among 
tbe tjorpHS on tbe night of the 16th ioswn', 
just above me on a knoll apirty ot church 
ntmlets were siDging a hymn. A few feet 
(torn ihtm lay the corpse of an old bild- 
heaced man. There was a it ran go contrast 
between the mel'ow sweetness of their voices 
chanting a hymn, and the sold rigid features 
and the glassy glare of the eyeballs, as the 
mootbeams fell upon them There was too 
much food for solemn thought. Death, to 
wbicb we all must <o ne at list, aud they who 
were preparing for it. 

On a little knoll we found three bidies. 
Wild flowers of every hue were bboming 
here as though nature bad decked there roll- 
ing pieen swards for a gala day. To descend 
from ft e knolls into the thickets to hunt dead 
men was the straw too much for my curiosi- 
ty, and I returned to camp to revisit the field 
in dreams.

A despatch from Headquarters Army ot the

On examination it was 
dvemed best not to attempt charging through 
tbie b rrier, and the troop3 fell back in gaod 
Older although exposed to a galling fire of 
shell and canister from both flanks. Oar loss 
is considerable, being about five huudred 
killed and wounded. 

Burnside’s corps was partly engaged, aul 
loet of tbe above number about one-fourth. 
An alteck was made by the enemy on the left 
in the evening where Warren was posted, but 
onr batteries soon drove the enemy back and 
silenced tbeir gun.*. All was quiet at 6 o’clock 
this evening. 

Later — May 19, 6 A. M . — I have just re- 
ceived intelligence that Guinea Station, on 
tho Fredericksburg and Virginia Rtilroid, 
w as entered by our scouts.

It has teen the constant usage of the de- 
partment 'o redeem ail registered bonds form- 
ing pahs of the funded or permanent debt of 
th« United States in coin, and tbe usage has 
not been dtpaited from daring my adminis- 
tration of it* affairs. All the Treasury note 3 
and other obligations forming a part of a tem- 
porary loaD, are pay able, and will be redeemed 
in lawful notes — that is to say in United 
StstfS notes— until after the resumption of 
specie pay meuts, when they will also doubt- 
less be redeemed in coin, or equivalent notes. 
Tbe 5-twenty, c-ix and three, payable in twen- 
ty years from date, though redeemable 
after five year?, and considered os be- 
Itrging to the funded or permanent 
dibt; and so also are the twenty-years 
s xe?, into which the three years’ 7 30 notes 
are convertible. These bands, therefore, ac- 
cording to the usage of the Government, are 
payable in coin. The three years’ 7 30 notes 
are part ot the temporary loan, and will be 
paid in United States notes, unless holders 
prefer conveying to payment.

A New Rebel Invention. — According to 
the Baltimore correspondent of the World the 
rebels propose to resort to tbe Chinese mode 
of warfare should Grant penetrate to the de- 
fence? of ihtir capital. He writes: “I must 

mention a new and novel invention by Capt. 
HcldeD, of tbe rebel army. 1 1 is nothing more 
ror less than a stink ball, designed to be fired 
into the woiks of beseigers to stink them out. 
About the middle of April I was one of sev- 
eral civilians, who, upon invitation, accompa- 
nied a party of ifficeis to Atlee’s a station on 
theCer'rr.l Railroad ton miles from Richmond, 
lo witness some experemeLts with this bail. 
Tbe ball is on iron shell containing combus- 
tible and destructive material, as well as odif- 
treue matter, and in appearance is similar to 
the 6tink-ball in use many years ago. It is 
designed to be thrown by mortars, bat, in the 
tests on tbe occasion referred to, the fuse was 
lighted and the shells allowed to falminate 
wtero they were placed. The stenoh which 
followed the explosion was tho most fetid aud 
villaaous that ever outraged the olfactories of 
man — it provokes sneezing and coughing, and 
products nausea, rendering it impossible for 
men to do duty within reach of it. 
A single ball will impreguats the at- 
mosphere for fifty yards round, and the fetid 
ctmpouDd, entering everything it touche?, 
emits tbe stench for a ioDg time. The opinion 
cf all wbo witnessed the experiments was 
tbat these balls were a fair offset to Greek 
fire, and Gen. Winder, and several other offi- 
cers of rank who were present, expressed the 
belief tbat it wonld prove more effective for 
driviog off besiegers than anything ever in- 
vented. Be this as it may, if Richmond is 
ever threatened by a siege, the “sneezrrs,” as 
the inventor facetiously calls his balls, will 
foim a prominent feature in the defensive 
operation?. 



Localities of our Campaigns. — The Wil- 
derness, west of Cbancellorsville, Virginia, is 
on an air line, fifty-five miles from Richmond, 
and it is about the same distance from Wash- 
ington. Germania Ford is exactly sixty miles 
fietn Richmond, and so is Orange Oourt- 
heuee. By a straight line, Harrison’s Poia', 
on tbe James river, is twenty miles from 
Richmond, and City Point seventeen. Hicks- 
ford, for which place a strong column of cav- 
alry is said to have left the south aide of the 
James, is sixty miles south of Richmond, and 
the bridge there, which it is exnected will 
be destroyed, is over the Meherrin. Fort 
DariiDg is eight miles below Richmond 
Spottsylvania Court- house is a village of 
lets than two hundred resident inhabitaiste, 
situated on tbe Po (or Ta) river, a branch of 
the Mattapony. It is twenty or twenty-two 
miles east of Orange Court-honse, about four- 
teen miles southeast of Fredericksburg, aud, 
by the course of the roads, sixty-five milts 
northwest of Richmond. 

Resaca, in Murray county, Gu, is abont 
fifty-six miles below Chattanooga, and located 
on tbe north bank of the Coosawattee river, 
which flows southwest, changes its nams to 
the Oostaiantee and join9 Etowah at Rime, 
the two forming tho Coosa, which, joining 
tbe Tallapoosa, forms the Alabama, and fliws 
into the Gulf at Mobile. The distance from 
Resaca to Atlanta is eighty-two miles by 
rail, end the country is mnch more favorable 
for our operations than that from Chattanooga 
to Resaca.

He was severely wounded in a fight 
with ike Cheyennes in 1857; was promoted to 
a Captaincy in 1860, and on May 14, 1861, re- 
signed to take np arms against hig 
country. In the rebel service he was ap- 
pointed Colenel of cavalry, commanded their 
entire cavalry force at Bull Run, and ro3e 
successfully to be Brigadier and Major-Gen- 
eral. Under the mistaken policy which pre- 
vailed at the outset of the war, our cavalry 
force was small and comparatively inefficient, 
so that Stuart was enabled by a little dash and 
enterprise to do much mischief, without in- 
curring serious risk. Witness his exploits at 
Lewiosville, the circuit of our Peninsular 
army, the raid on Pone’s headquarters, and 
the foray around McClellan’s army into Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania in 1862. But as oar 
cavalry improved, under Averill, Bayard, 
Grit reoD, Kilpatrick, Pleasanton, and Sheridan, 
these predatory incursions wore repaid with 
interest, and wherever the vaunted horsemen 
of tbe South could be forced into a fight they 
were almost invariably worsted. -These en- 
counters of late have proved so profitless to 
the rebels that they have fought very shy of 
our troopers, confining their operations almost 
exclusively to the picking up of stragglers and 
tbe catting off supplies, or the more chivalrous 
exploits of firing upon e.Kibu lance trains with 
tbeir loads of wounded; vide Stuart’s late val- 
iant attack upon the wounded of the Wilder- 
ness, on their way to the hospitals by way 
of Ely's Ford.

The cheering news of the continued 
-ss of Gen. Sherman and his progress into 
interior of Georgia comes to us from offi- 
sources, though we have no particulars 
the advance. The possession of Rome, 
-gston, and Cassville is of the highest 
itary importance. Kingston is in Cass 
unty, and from it a railroad deflects from 
e Western and Atlantic road, extending 
enty miles to Rome. Cassville depot is 
ven miles south of Kingston, and, fifty-two 
iles from Atlanta, which will doubtless be 
herman’s next objective point, from the 
-e of the Etowah river. This stream Is a 
nchof the Coosa, which latter, with the 
allapooss, forms the Alabama river. Kingston 
about 34° 15' north latitude, and 8° west 
ngitudefrom Washington. Rome formerly 
esed an arsenal and iron works, but 
machinery has been removed, which 
hows that although the Georgia rebels 
ere very defiant, and piled oaths upon 
aths that no Federal troops should ever 
nter their State, still their bump of caution 
as well developed and they thought an 
unce of prevention better than a ton of cure, 
"ow Rome has fallen. The line of the 
towah river stretches from Rome to the 
ilroad about seven miles below C_ssville 
tation ; where there are extensive iron works 
which must have been of great value to ths 
rebels lor the supply of that metal. South of 
this line the country appears by the map to 
be unimpeded by any mountains, and the only 
obstruction between it and Atlanta is the 
Chattahocchee river which crosses the railroad 
about ten miles above that city. All the rail- 
way routes of Virginia and Tennessee meet 
at Atlanta. It is the Western terminus of the 
Georgia road, and roads from Columbus and 
Montgomery, Alabama, reach there. When 
Atlanta is in our possession another great link 
of communication between the east and west 
of the Confederacy will have been broken. 

|@e-A year ago te-day, on May 21, 1863, 
General Grant ordered a general assault upon 
the rebel works at Vicksburg, which, after 
nine hours’ severe fighting, was repulsed, 
with a loss to the Union army of nearly two 
thousand killed and wounded. But in less 
than six weeks from the time of this repulse 
Vicksburg was in our possession, after hav- 
ing been held by the rebels since January, 
1861, when the Governor of Mississippi sent 
artillery to fortify it, and erected a series of 
forts mileB in extent to obstruct the naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi river. We refer to this 
incident of the war to show that General 
Grant pursues his purposes with that deter- 
mination which must always insure success. 

H e has never yet failed in the ulti mate accom ■ 
plishment of his military plans. It was 
thought that Vicksburg was impregnable, 
and, while all the resources of Grant’s genius 
were put in requisition to overcome the nat- 
ural and artificial strength of the position, the 
timid were prophesying his failure and the 
fault-finding were captiously charging him 
with unneoeesary delay. But when the 
country was startled with the joyful 
news that Vicksburg was oars, then 
all applauded the perseverance and the 
generalship which had secured the mas- 
tery. The breath of popular applause is as 
variable as “the uncertain glories of an April 
day” or the shade of the "quivering aspen,” 
but true merit and real genius work their way 
to ruulta without being influenced by the 
shouts of the crowd or the criticisms of rival 
ry or jealousy ; and the animating impulse of 
Gen. Grant when he wrote, after the sixth 
day of very bard fighting in Virginia, "I pro- 
pose to fight it out on this line, if it takes all 
summer,” is the same determination which 
fought out the siege of Vicksburg in spite of 
numerous repulses and many of the untoward 
accidents of war. He has another enterprise 
on hand now, and if he does not more to its 
fulfilment as rapidly as some, who know 
nothing about his surroundings or his plans, 
imagine he ought to advance, we think the 
most perfect confidence may be reposed in 
him; but, at the same time, the entire nation 
should show that it is ready and willing to 
support, strengthen, and reinforce him to the 
utmost extent of his need or its capacity. 

We believe that our military authorities 
have at last got into proper working orders 
and that the Lieutenant-General now is ena- 
bled to execute military plans without the in- 
terference of stupid civilians and the par- 
roted censure of invidious and garrulous old 
fogies. He has determined to crush the re- 
bellion, and fortunately it has been in his pow- 
er to demand compliance with all his requests 
to effect his object. As far back as August, 
1861, Col. Marcy, then at New York, urged 
Gen. McClellan to make a positive and uncon- 
ditional demand for an immediate draft of the 
additional troops he required. Col. M. said 
“men will not volunteer now and drafting 
is the only successful plan, and the people will 
applaud such a plan, rely upon it.” General 
McClellan wrote to the President in conse- 
quence of this suggestion, as follows^ 

Washington, August 20, #861. 

Si a: I have just received the enclosed 

despatch in cipher. Colonel Marcy knows 
what he says, and is of the coolest judgment. 

I recommend tnat the’Secretary or War as- 
certain at once by telegram how the enrol- 
ment proceeds in New York and elsewhere, 
and that, if it is not proceeding with great ra- 
pidity, drafts be made at once. W e must have 
men without delay. 

Respectfully your obedient servant, 

GEO. B. McOLELLAN, 
Major-General U. S. A. 
This recommendation was made a month 
after the battle of Bull Run, and on the very 
day that Gen. McClellan assumed the com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomac, though he 
bad been called to the position on the 22d of 
July. It was made, too, at a time when rapid 
recruiting was going on all over the North 
and West; when many of the three months’ 
regiments were enlisting for the war; when 
the Government was receiving offers of men 
by telegraph, and the Governors of States 
were issuing proclamations urging all to fly to 
the general defence. The necessity of ener- 
getic action to reinforce the Army of the Po- 
tomac was thus declared nearly three years 
ago, but the advice was never acted upon so as 
to be of any benefit to Gen. McClellan. Now, 
thanks to Providence, a wiser policy is para- 
mount, and every energy of the nation and 
the most active co-operation of the authorities 
are directed to the strengthening of General 
Grant. W hat a contrast do the telegrams of 
McClellan to the War Department from the 
Peninsula, calling vainly for more troops, pre- 
sent to the zeal which now animates the pub- 
lic mind when it sees that the Administration, 
however tardily, has been compelled to do 
justme to the Army 0 f the Potomac. The 
New t ork Evening Post, which has been one 

th„ th M “°u 6eT * re and nukinl censors upon 
the McClellan policy, now gives as the fit an- 
swer to Gen. Grant: 



he has broken down the foe and gained the 
victory. He who thinks now of defett or re- 
treat is not worthy of the name of American. 
There is uo issue possible for us out of this 
contest in Virginia but victory — a complete, 

I entire victory. If the nation which is at the 
I back of the Army of the Potomac could suf- 
fer that army to be repulsed, to be forced into 
retreat, to recross the Rapid Ann foiled or 
beaten, then that nation would deserve and 
receive the brand of cowardice and impotence. 

Whatever Gen. Grant wants, be it men or 
supplies, h« must have, no matter what stands 
in the way. If the army needs food, it must 
have it if another army is sent to carry it 
down to Grant’s camps. If it needs men to 
replace its losses, let the call come— men 
will not be wanting. If to succeed in this 
struggle it is necessary to crowd the whole 
area of Virginia between Washington and 
Spottsylvania with men, it must ba done. 
Call upon the people in time; call at ones if 
there is the remotest possibility that Grant 
will need more men or more supplies than are 
now in Washington. Leave nothing to 
chance; for a day, even an hour oT delay, a 
difference of ten, or five, or two thousand 
men, more or less, may make to us the differ- 
ence between repulse and complete, entire 
victory. 

Who doubts for a moment, that, if Gen. Mc- 
Clellan had been thus heartily supported, he 
could have suppressed the rebellion in the 
East, as Grant reopened the Mississippi, daring 
last year? In our supreme joy and satisfac- 
tion at the knowledge that wisdom has at 
length been infused into our councils, and 
that the extreme radicals are now as clamorous 
as the conservatives always have been for send- 
ing the] entire strength of the nation to back 
our armies, we will not refer to those reflec- 
tions which the conduct of the radicals now in 
reference to the energetic Grant and their 
persistent efforts to embarrass McClellan when 
in command mnst naturally suggest. We 
will rather join the universal acclaim and de- 
mand that nothing shall be left to chanee, and 
that new reinforcements sb%ll be sent to the 
Army of the Potomac in such overwhelming 
numbers that the rebels under Lee will quail 
before it, and Grant be enabled to proclaim, 
before the summer has far advanced, that the 
military power of the rebellion has been 
crushed, and the government has it in its pow- 
er to resume the enforcement of the laws and 
sustain the inviolability of the constitution, 
where they have for more than three years 
been contemned and insulted. 



It is this, that if it take 3 every man in th* 
country, all will go to sustain him th-ro and ta 
teat and destroy the enemy. Grant has set hU 
Strong, imperturbable face; he will not give 
way; and he must be supported, strength- 



The plan of the campaign and the super- 
vision of its details undoubtedly belong to 
Gen. Grant; but he has had, at every stage of 
its execution, the zealous, vigorous, and ef- 
fective support of the supreme authorities at 
Washington. President Lincoln has done 
everything in his power to insure success ; and 
Secretary Stanton has, in the same manner, 
devoted all the energy and impulsive enthu- 
siasm of his nature to the prompt supply of 
everything essential to the perfect execution 
of the plans and purposes of the Lientenant- 
General . — New York Times. 

We hope this is trne. We do not doubt that 
it is; for Mr. Lincoln now undoubtedly con- 
siders bis personal aspirations in greater dan- 
ger from the defeat of oar arms than from 
the victor on the field. And in this opinion 
his Secretary doubtless shares. 

But such has not always been the case. It 
preeminently was not the case when Mr. Lin- 
coln and his Secretary turned upon the Army 
of the Potomac that cold shoulder whose 
freezing touch the heroic commander acknowl- 
edged in this memsrable letter to the Secre- 
tary : 

Bxadqcabtbrs Akmy or tub Potomac, ) 
avagb’s Station, J une 28,1862,12 20 A. M. J 
I now know the whole history of the day. 
On this side of the river, the right bank, we 
repulsed several strong attacks; on the left 
bank our men did all that men could do — all 
that soldiers could accomplish — but they were 
overwhelmed by vastly superior numbers soon 
after I bad brought my last reserves into ac- 
tion. The loss on both sides is terrible. I 
believe it will prove to be the most desperate 
battle of the war. The sad remnants of my 
men behave as men — those battalions who 
fonght most bravely, and suffered most, are 
still in the test order. My regulars were su- 
perb; and I count upon what are left to turn 
another battle in company with their gallant 
comrades of the volunteers. Had I (20,000) 
twenty-thousand, or even (10,000) ten thou- 
sand, fresh troops to use to-morrow, I could 
take Richmond; but I have not a man in re- 
serve, and shall be glad to cover my retreat, 
and save the material and personnel of the 
army. 

If we have lost the day, we have yet pre- 
served onr honor, and no one need blush for 
the Army of the Potomac. I have lost this 
battle because my force was too small. 

I again repeat that I am not responsible fsr 
this, and I say it with the earnestness of a 
general who feels in his heart the loss of every 
Crave man who has teen needlessly sacrificed 
to-day. I still hope to retrieve our fortunes, 
but, to do this, the Government must view the 
matter in the same earnest light that I do. 
You must send me very large reinforcements, 
and send them at once. 

I shall draw back to tbi3 side of the Chick- 
ahominy, and think I can withdraw all our 
material. Please understand that in this bat- 
tle we have lost nothing but men, and those 
the best we have. 

In addition to what I have already said, I 
only wish to say to the President that I think 
he is wrong in regarding me as ungenerous 
when I said that my force was too weak. I 
merely reiterated a truth which to-day has 
been too plainly proved. If, at this instant, 

I could dispose of (10,000) ten thousand fresh 
men, I could gain the victory to-morrow. 

I know that a few thousand more men 
would bare changed this battle from a defeat 
to a victor} 1 ; as it is, the Government mnst 
not, and cannot, hold me responsible for the 
result. 

I feel too earnestly to-night, I have seen 
tco many dead and Wounded comrades, to feel 
otherwise than that the Government has not 
sustained this army. If you do not do so 
now, the game is lost. 

If I save this army now, I tell yon plainly 
that I owe no thanks to yon, or to any other 
persons in Washington. 

You have done jour best to sacrifice this 
army. G. B. McOLELLAN, 

Major-General. 

To Hon. E. M. Stanton, Sec’y of War. 

Such a letter from such a man as General 
McClellan is in itself enough to damn this 
Administration to eternal infamy. In its 
cor Burning light the frail and gossamery 
enioginm of the Times disappears like flax 
that is burnt with fire. And no eulogium of 
a firmer texture would fare any better. 

W ell do the friends of Mr. Chase declare, 
that, if Mr. Lincoln had adhered vigorously 
to the conservative policy, he “might long 
since have ended the rebellion.” If for the 
sake of bis country he had stood by General 
McClellan os for his own sake he is standing 
by General Grant, the war would now be 
ended, the States would be in their places 
under the Constitution, the Union would be 
restored, the merry songs of peace would be 
resounding through all this fair land, and the 
nation, resuming its high career of prosperity 
and of grandeur, would be hailed ouce more 
| and with deepening admiration as the Model 
1 Republic of the world. The indefinite post- 
ponement of these glorious results, if not 
, the extinction of their possibility, togeth- 
| er with rivers of blood and moun- 
! tains of treasure, is the sacrifice we have 
! alieady laid on the altar of Mr. Lincoln’s am- 
bition. And his champions would persuade 
us in November to lay on the same altar what- 
ever else cf liberty and of hope remains to us 
as a people. Such is the object of the insin- 
uating plaudits with which the Times deals 
in the extract above-quoted. 

But the effort is vain. The object will not 
1 be attained. It will not be so much as pro- 
| moted by such weak inventions as this. The 
I truth might as well be looked in the face by 
1 Mr. Lincoln’s partisans and by Mr. Lincoln 
himself. He has lost the confidence of the 
nation. He has lost the confidence of the 
bulk of his own party. He cannot be renom- 
inated by fair means. He cannot be re-elected 
at all. 

J©“"There never was,” says the O wensbo- 
ro Monitor, in .publishing the proceedings of 
a U nion Democratic meeting in the county of 
Daviess, “more unity among the people of Da- 
viess couhty than exists at this time. Proha- 
bly there are not fifty men in the county of 
Daviess who honor the abolition policy that 
now prevails, and the same, doubtless, is true 
of the entire State. The meeting adopted a 
resolution favoring the nomination of Gen. 
Geo. B. McClellan for President.” Oar con- 
temporary is right.

A Diffebhncs of Opinion. — A Republics 
journal in the city of New York says:

But if be ever ought to have dis- 
missed that tepic from bis miud, it was udou 
the occasion of his recent visit to Baltimore 
to open a fair for the charitable object ot the 
Sanitary Commission. There, if anywhere, 
selfistinesi aud egotism should, for the mo- 
ment, have been laid aside, bat this Presi- 
dtntial Homer of ours never sleeps. Mr. 
Lincoln made, as was expected, a “little 
speech,” in which there is not one word about 
the fair, or the objects of it. 

Both of these journals, as we have intimated 
are Mr. Lincoln’s political friends, though the 
ene quoted last is evidently his personal foe, 
so far at least as to oppose his aspirations for 
the Baltimore nomination. Between the Rs- 
pubiican doctors who shall decide? 

We think Mr. Lincoln himself might decide 
very judiciously on the principle announced 
by the Clown in “Twelfth Night, oe What 
Yoti Will:” 

Duke. I know thee well ; how dost thou my good fel- 
low ?

Marry, sir, they praise me, and mxkoan ais 
otme ; now my foes tell me plainly I am an ads ; so 
that by my foes, sir, I profit in the knowledge of my- 
st If ; and by my Irionds I am abased. 

But Mr. Lincoln wiU hardly decide the 
question on this principle. He is iu wisdom 
no match for Shakepeare’s fool. 

IgrThe Senate at Washington is over- 
hauling General Banks. “Poor General 
Banks!” exclaims a Washington correspon 
dent. “His career in the Southwest wa3 an 
der discussion iu the Senate yesterday, and 
lots of strange things acknowledged, and 
damaging assertions made. Senator Lane, of 
KaDses, spoke of great mismanagement some- 
where in the Southwest. Senator Wilson 
was compelled to plead against the personal 
attacks made upon Banks by Republicans. 
Senator Doolittle said the President and Gen- 
eral Grant mnst have sanctioned the opera- 
tions in Arkansas; and another Republican 
Senator declared it as his opinion that the 
whole movement in the Southwest was for 
pickingmp cotton.” If we maybe allowed 
to mir gle in this family quarrel, which indeed 
involves very precious interests of the 
nation, we will express the opinion 
that the rock on which General Banks 
split was “reconstruction” rather than “cot- 
ton.” He appears to have been so engrossed 
in constructing an abolition State out of 
Louisiana that he paid little or no heed to tbe 
proper duties of his position as the command 
er of an army. No man engaged in drawing 
up and superintending the execution of such 
interminable orders as tbe columns of the 
New Orleans journals have been groaning 
under for the last Bix months could have 
much time for anything else. Banks has 
fairly run reconstruction into the ground. 

The bogus proclamation which was 
published in the New York World and Jour- 
nal of Commerce on Wednesday morning was 
discovered to be a forgery before tbe Herald 
had printed more than twenty thousand of its 
edition, and was not published at all in the 
Times or Tribune, as its character was suspect- 
ed, if not established.

Barracks News.— T he receipts at the bar- 
racks yesterday were larger than usual. One 
hundred and fourteen Btragglers and recruits 
were received from Cincinnati. Forty hale 
recruits, en route for the front, arrived from 
Philadelphia. Twenty- fi ve deserters were re- 
ported under guard as hailing from Cairo, 
seven from Lexington, six from Indianapolis, 
and five from Cincinnati. The transfers dur- 
ing the day were seventeen prisoners to 
Nashville, and six to Lexington. Sixty-three 
men were forwarded to Nashville, four to 
Lexington, and four to Cincinnati.

Change or RailroadTimk — T he time table 
of the Jefferson ville Railroad will undergo 
seme changes, commencing to-morrow, Sun- 
day, May 22. The trains will leave Jefferson- 
ville at 2.25 P. M. and 9 P. M., making c’. 03 e 
connections with al! points North, East, and 
West. 

One hundred and five Confederate pris- 
oners, captured at Reeaca, arrived in the city 
last night on the Nashville train. 



The Kanawha Expedition. — The Cincin- 
nati Commercial has some additional infor- 
mation as to the part taken by the cavalry 
under Brigadier-General Averill in the expe- 
dition to Newbern. This column went to the 
right of the main body under the immediate 
commend of General Crook. General Averill 
reached to within fifteen miles of the salt- 
works in Tezewell county on the 7ch, where 
be encountered a force of tho enemy, driving 
them on to the main body near the salt- 
works. This force was under the command 
of Generals Sam Jones and John Morgan, 
and numbered five thousand. Fifty prisoners 
were captured, among whom was John Mor- 
gan’s private secretary. Oar loss was but one 
man. On the 10th General Averill reached 
a point within four miles of Wytheville, where 
he encountered the enemy, four thousand 
strong, under Gen. Sam Jones. He fought 
them for four hours, driving them and killing 
and wounding many, and captaring some 
prisoners. Under cover of darkness the ene- 
my retreated. Oar loss was one hundred and 
twenty killed and wounded; none missing. 
Near Blacksburg General Averill commenced 
destroying the railroad, which was most 
effectually done to a point four miles east of 
Christiansburg. At the latter place a small 
force ef the enemy hastily left, leaving two 
3 inch guns, which fell into our hands. Gen. 
Averill fully accomplished the work assigned 
him by General Crook. Tne entire expedi- 
tion was a brilliant success iu all its parts, 
giving additional lustre to the high reputa- 
tion of General Crook. 

A despatch confirming previous informa- 
tion has been received from Charleston, West 
Virginia, dated the 17th, which says eight 
men of the Virginia cavalry, captured from 
General Crook’s command by guerillas at 
Flattop, .were paroled and arrived at Fayette- 
ville the previous night. While with the 
rebels they learned that General Averill had 
taken Wytheville, and General Crook New- 
bern. A despatch was received from General 
Crook, dated Union, Monroe county, 15th, 
stating he had borned the bridge on the East 
Tennessee and Virginia Railroad 07er New 
river aud taken three hundred prisoners, in- 
cluding General Jenkins, who was badly 
woui.ded. The rebels lost si hundred ki led 
and wounded. Oar loss was four hundred. 
The expedition was completely successful in 

all respects.

ed to a baDk president in New York, in refer- 
ence to the interest-bearing legal tenders, tie 
firs; instalment of interest on which falls due 
June 1st: 

Treasury Department, May 9, 1864. 
Sir: On the 1st of June next the first semi- 
annual coupons cf the five per cent two-year 
Treasury notes become due and payable.- 
With a view to the convenience of the pub- 
lic, the National Banks designated as deposi- 
taries are authorized to detach the coupons, 
ns required by the regulations, and to redeem 
them at maturity. The law provides no com- 
pensation tot this service. The Secretary, 
however, relies upon the readiness of those 
ronnected with the Department to extend this 
facility to the public, and thus contribute to 
the credit of the Government. 

For jour guidance in the premises you will 
pirate observe the following rule. 

No coupon is to be redeemed or recognized 
unless detached from the note to which it 
belODg3 by you, or in your presence, or in the 
presence of one of your officers, and the in- 
teiest is to be computed from the date stamp- 
ed upon the coupon, and not from the date of 
the note.

Death of Nathaniel HAWTHORNB.-Without 
any premonition of his illness, the announce- 
ment of the death of Hawthorne, the novelist 
and essayist, comes to us as a surprise and 
brings with it a shock. He was born in 
Salem, Massachusetts, in 1804, and educated 
at Bowdoin College, where he graduated at 
the age of 21. In 1837 he published a collec- 
tion of his fugitive pieces undor the title of 
“Twice-told Tales.” Iu 1843, his “Mosses 
from an Old Manse;” in 1850, his "Scarlet 
Letter;” in 1851, his “House of the Seven Ga- 
bles,” and subsequently the "Blithdale Ro- 
man,” "Transformation,” the “Marble Faun,” 
ai d bis more recent “Sketches of English Life 
and Manners, ” established him in the fir3t 
rank among the writers of fiction. His style 
was fresh ar.d pure, and all his works are dis- 
tinguished for their accurate use of language, 
the fascination ol their narratives, and the 
force of his descriptive powers. In 1846 he 
was Surveyor in the Custom-house at Salem, 
under Poik, and in 1853 Pierce sent him as 
Consul to Liverpool, where he remained fife 
years.

HOUSS. 

Mr. Ingertoll, successor of the late O vea 
Lovejoy, appealed, was qualified, aud look 
his e»«t. 

The House passed a number of private bills, 
including one providing for the’ payment of 
the 2d regiment of ihe 3d brigade of Ohio 
militia volunteers during the time they were 
in the service, irrespective of irregularity. 

Mr. Holman offered a resolution, that when 
the House adjourn to-day it be until Monday, 
eo that members may have leisure to visit the 
wounded officers and soldiers from their re- 
spective States, alleviate their sufferings, and 
see that they are properly cared for. Agreed 
tc — 66 to 43. i 

Mr. Webster, of Maryland, from the com- 
mittee of conference on the disagreements to 
the bill establishing a territorial government 
for Montano, made a report thereon, which 
he said struck out the Senate amendment giv- 
ing the right of suffrage to colored persous, 
and consigned it to every free white male cit- 
izen cf the Uuited States, and thqs9 who 
have declared their intention to become such. 

Tte report was concurred in by a vote of 
112 to 26. 

The Senzte bad already agreed to the re- 
port. 

Tbe House considered the bill appropriating 
$95,000 'or damages sustained by Prafassor 
Armos, in consequence of the burning of bis 
buildings at Anaudale, Virginia. 

Mr. Buie, oi Pennsylvnania, explained that 
the property was destroyed by our own troops 
to orevent its being used by the rebels as a 
lookout. He bore testimony to the loyalty of 
Profrescr Armcs, and spoke of that gentle- 
man’s sr. fittings in tbe Union cause. 

Mr. Washburn, of Illinois, opposed the bill, 
net becanse of the amount involved, bnt be- 
cause it established a principle of providing 
for ail tbe casualties of war, and which would 
make a drain of $500,000 000 on the treasury. 

Mr. Sieveus said it bad been settled long 
ago that whenever nations are at war and the 
enriny destroys the property of the other oei- 
ligerent, it is a misfortune, and no nation p iys 
for it, excepting as a gratuity. But, on ths 
o'her baud, it is just as well settled that when 
tbe Government^ causes the destruction of 
property from military necessity, it makes 
compensation to its citizens for loss, which 
should be aione iu this case. 

Mr. Haie, of Pennsylvania, in advocating 
the bill, said the question was not whether 
we are able to pay tbe claim, bnt whether it 
is just The honor of ths Government would 
be tetter maintained by paying than with- 
holding money. 

Tbe bill was passed. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, here ross and asked leave 
to introduce the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the forcible seizure by tbe 
military auihoriti-s at New York of the offi- 
cers of the New Yoik World and Journal of 
Commerce, and the suspension of their press, 
tor the innocent publication of a forged State 
paper is an act unwarranted by the circum- 
s an cos ronnected with the said publication, 
and is an arbitrary outrage upon the consti- 
tutional rights of citizsns, and deserves the 
reprobation of every friend of public liberty 
and private rights. 

Messrs. Vvashhurn and Farnsworth objected 
to tbe introduction of the resolujjon. 

She House then adjourned till Monday. 

New Your, May 20 

The Tribune’s correspondent with Sigel 
<w)6 theanny left Woodstock on the lo.h and 
marched eighteen miles to New Market, 
fought the combined forces of Echols and Im- 
boden, and returned ui otuauaourg in four 
hours.

Tire rebels 
charged twice on our troops, the second 
charge being successful; but ou reaching our 
second line they were met by 107 pieces of 
artillery and a destructive infantry fire, which 
almost annihilated them. We charged in 
turn, and drove them back, but our batteries 
had to cease working to allow oor charge oa 
the rebels, who, numbering ns two to one, 
then drove ns back, we losing five gnns. Rs- 
treat then commenced in good order, and, 
safely across the Shenandoah, the bridge was 
burned. Our loss was 650 killed, wounded, 
and missing. 

The Times correspondent with B rtler says: 
Butler’s campaign up to the close of Monday’s 
severe engagement, ending with a withdraw- 
al from our advanced position to our intrench- 
ments at Bermuda Hundred, can’t be regarded 
as a defeat. The object aimed at was fully 
attained, and was decided npon by Butlereven 
if his whole command had to be sacrificed. It 
was 'or the purpose of attracting the attention 
of the rebel forces garrisoning the outer de- 
fences of Richmond from the movement of 
K&u’z upon tbe Danville and Richmond Rail- 
road, es, by Ihe breaking of that commaaics- 
tion, every line of travel radiating from Rich- 
mond by which Lee could receive supplies for 
his army would be cut.

These person? are in no 
way (onnected with the Associated Pre:3, 
which has a well known, intelligent, and val- 
uable agent in that city, as the trnthful na- 
ture of his despatches for many years will 
attest. It appears, as we learn from the in- 
formed correspondent of the Commercial Ad- 
vertiser, that ou Tuesday a despatch was left 
by the members of this Western paper asso- 
ciation, or purported to have besn left by 
4him, announcing there would be a procla- 
mation catling for a new draft about the first 
of July, so that the plaocs of the buadred- 
d=y men might be filled.

All passengers on board 
who arc women er children, all persons not liable to 
conscription by tbe laws ot the Confederate States, 
will be put ashore at the first landing, together with 
any effects they may have. Parties liable to confisca- 
tion. or presumed to be in tbe rebel army, will be 
brought as prisoners of war to Memphis. The com- 
mai.der of tho ram Monarch will send each boat to 
Memphis under gnard, wh'ch #ill be furnished by 
Brigadier- General BucklanJ. No boat will be allowed 
to land, except at Helena on the way up. 

Tho Mercury was purchased by Captain P. Tarble; 
alro the towboat Gipsy. The Gipsy is a No. 1 side- 
wheel boat, and was bought for a harbor boat.

He shall perform the duties 
of said office, and give bond as required by 
Ordinance No. 226. 

Sec. 2 There Bhail be a Captain of each 
Company composing the Fire Department, 
w ho shall be appointed by tbe Chief K igi- 
neer, and who shall be subject to removal, at 
any time, by said Engineer; tbe pay of each 
Captain to be fixed by the General Council 
Sec. 3. Tbe Fire Department Committee, or 
a majority of said committee and the Chief 
Engineer shall have tbe power, and they are 
hereby vested with authority, for and on be- 
half and in the name of the city, jet, at all 
times subject to tbe approval of tbe Mayor, at 
any time and from time to time as they may 
think occasion requires, to sell and dispose of 
aDy horses belonging to tbe Fire Department, 
and to buy borses for said Department; the 
proceeds of sale to be at once paid into the 
City Treasury; a d when any purchase shall 
be made, as above provided, the Mayor shall 
be and be is hereby authorized to direct the 
Auditor to draw on tha City Treasurer at 
once, in favor of tbe vendor, for tha amount 
of tbe purchase money, and charge the ana ; 
to the Fire Department. 

Sic. 4 The 21 section of the aforesaid ordi- 
nence, No. 108, and all other ordiaancea, in so 
far as in conflict or inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed.
